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INTRODUOTION. 

In  compiling  the  present  Review,  the  principal  data  made  use  of  are  the  telegraphic  reports  of 
observations  received  at  this  office  for  the  purpose  of  weather  forecasting,  and  reports  by  mail  from 
voluntary  observers  and  stormrsignal  agents.  For  the  data  used  in  tracing  the  paths  of  areas  of 
high  and  low  pressure  in  the  United  States,  we  are  indebted  to  the  Qiief  of  the  Weather  Bureau, 
Washington,  D.C. 


IIIOII  AREAS. 

Seven  areas  of  high  pressure  were  traced.  Oue  first  appeared  on  the  Alaskan  coast,  four  on 
the  North  Pacific  coast  of  the  United  States,  and  two  to  the  northward  of  Manitoba.  Three  of  the 
areas  passed  over  and  four  to  the  southward  of  the  firoat  Lakes.  Tiie  systems  were  as  a  rule 
fairly  energetic. 

LOW  AREAS. 

Thirteen  areas  of  low  pressure  were  charted.  Ten  first  appearetl  on  or  in  proximity  to  tlie 
Alaskan  coast,  two  in  tiie  far  Southwest  States,  and  one  in  the  Oulf  of  Mexico.  The  general  track 
of  the  areas  was  cither  over  Lake  Superior  or  over  Hudson's  Bay,  then  to  Labrador;  consequently 
few  storms  occurred  in  the  older  portions  of  the  Dominion,  while  the  jirevailing  so\ith  and  west 
winils  gave  a  high  mean  temperature  for  tlie  mouth  generally.

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GENERAL  SYNOPSIS  OF  TEMPERATURE  AND  PRECIPITATION. 

The  following  table  is  intended  to  show  the  average  values  of  temperature  and  precipitation 
for  each  province  for  the  month  under  review.  District  and  Provinciul  means  would,  iiiider  ideal 
conditions,  be  derived  from  stations  situated  in  cqui-areal  scjuares.  J!ut  since  in  reality  they  are  so 
situate  as  to  appear,  rather,  constellation-wise  upon  the  map,  anomalous  values  arising  from  local 
topographical  peculiarities  may  have  received  more  than  their  just  weight  in  the  computation  of  the 
following  averages. 

Where  no  dift'ereuec  from  normal  is  assigned,  observations  over  a  period  long  enough  for  refer- 
ence are  not  available.
